Billie Sol Estes Freed 
After 6 Years In Prison

EL PASO, Tex. (AP) — Smil­ 
ing and embracing his family, 
former Texas fertilizer finan­ 
cier Billie Sol Estes sped off a 
free man today from the La 
Tuna Federal Correctional In­ 
stitution. 
Estes had served more than 
six years of a 15-year prison 
term for fraud in connection 
with 
a 
nonexistent 
fertilizer 
storage tank empire which net­ 
ted millions and created, a na­ 
tionwide scandal. 
Estes left the federal prison 
at 12:03 a.m., seated in the 
back seat of a private car with 
his 
wife, 
Patsy, 
and one of 
their 
blonde 
teen-age 
daugh­ 
ters. 
Estes ignored the small clus­ 
ter of waiting newsmen 
and 
photographers huddled at the 
prsion gates. 
Later, the Estes car, driven 
by son Billie Sol Jr., eluded 
pursuers near the campus of 
the University of Texas at El 
Paso, 20 miles from the prison. 
Warden W. E... Zachem, who 
earlier described the onetime 


promoter-farmer preacher as a 
model prisoner, said Estes re­ 
quested a “ private dism issal.” 
Estes, 46. said previously he 
would live with his wife and 
family in Abilene and work on 
a farm owned by a brother, 
John Estes. 
Under terms of his parole, he 
“ shall not engage in any self- 
employment 
or 
promotional 
type activity” without approval 
of the U.S. Parole Board. 
Estes 
was convicted at El 
Paso in 1963 of seven counts of 
mail fraud and assessed a 15- 
year prison sentence. He en­ 
tered the federal institution at 
Leavenworth, Kan., in March 
1965. 
He was transferred in De­ 
cember 19S6 to the minimum 
security facility in Sandstone, 
Minn., and was brought to La 
Tuna in April 1970.

Quits Baseball 
With Bad Eye 


BOSTON (AP) — Tony Con­ 
igliaro, claiming that the eye 
which was hurt severely In 1967 
is failing again and that he 
feels “on the edge” of losing 
his 
mind, 
has 
retired 
from 
baseball. 


The once-feared slugger, who 
starred for the Boston Red Sox 
until traded to California last 
October, announced his decision 
on the West Coast Saturday 
and then flew home to Boston. 
“This is the end of Tony C.— 
I’ve learned that health is more 
important than money,” he told 
a couple of sports writers who 
were on hand for his arrival, 
along with his mother and fa­ 
ther and young brother, Richie. 
“ I just can’t see the ball,” 
the 26-year-old outfielder said. 
“I have no depth perception in 
the left eye at all. I have a 
blind spot. 
“This was no sudden deci­ 
sion. I’ve been thinking about 
retiring for some time.” 
Later Tony’s mother told The 
Associated Press: 
“ I knew Tony was playing 
with a blind spot. The doctors 
toid him there was nothing they 
could do. It’s a miracle be did 
so well . . . I’m kind of relieved 
that he’s retired. Tony said it 
feels like 100 pounds has been 
lifted from him.” 
Signed by the Red Sox. after a 
great schoolboy career in the 
Boston area, Conigliaro spent 
only one season in the minors 
before joining the parent club 
and hitting 24 homers in 1964. 
He led the league with 32 
homers the next year, hit 28 in 
1966 and had 20 in 1967 when he 
was hit by a pitch in August. 
The injury affected his eye, 
keeping him out of action for 
the rest of that season and all 
of 1968. It had apparently ended 
his career. 
He staged a rem arkable re ­ 
covery in 1969, however, sur­ 
prising even his physicians by 
playing regularly and hitting 20 
homers. 
'Last year be had the best 
slugging total of his career with 
36 homers and 116 runs batted 
in, but this year with the An­ 
gels he has had nothing but 
trouble. 
Hitting only .229 with four 
homers and 15 RBI, Tony went 
0-for-8, striking out five times, 
and was ejected after a heated 
argument with umpires in the 
Angels* 1-0 loss in 20 innings at 
Oakland Friday night. 
A few hours later he made 
his retirem ent announcement, 
telling newsmen: “ I have lost 
my sight and am on the edge of 
losing my mind.”

“My heart’s in the highlands. My heart 
is not here,” thus goes the song. The 
scenery is incredibly beautiful, but the 
highlanders do not go swinging down the 
street in kilts, wearing the fur covered 
sporran, brandishing a claymore. 
In fact, the only men we saw in kilts 
were the officers that guarded the cas­ 
tles, and a few men on the street of In­ 
verness. As we came down from the High­ 
lands, we saw a bride and groom leave 
the church, and all groomsmen wore the 
kilts and dress jackets at the wedding. 
Woolens and cashmere sweaters from 
Scotland are world famous. We visited 
two woolen mills, and found that it was 
possible to buy yard goods at a great re­ 
duction in price. It was also possible to 
buy the plaid tartans. 
it seems that before the defeat of 
“Bonnie Prince Charlie,” each family 
was identified by the type of colors woven 
in 
the 
plaid 
material. 
After Prince 
Charlie was defeated in 1745, the Eng­ 
lish barred the wearing of the plaids un­ 
til about 1782, when Sir Walter Scott 
glorified some of the highland legends in 
his novels. Today the stores have charts 
showing the plaid which identified each 
family. Some tartans are shared by more 
than one family. 
The Scots now export these woolens 
in great quantities. The tartan colors are 
woven into wool scarves and socks. The 
material is used for neckties, and many 
items, large and small, to be sold tour­ 
ists. Only those who have a blood Scots­ 
man for relatives can rightfully claim 
the tartan. 
We visited the Pringle Woolen Mill 
in Inverness, but missed the battlefields 
of Culoden, following which clans were 
broken up in 1746. At that time, many 
clan members were put to death. Others 
fled for their lives. Certainly many of our 
Rush County ancestors were among 
those who fled to North Carolina and 
eventually came down the Ohio River to 
Indiana. The Culloden Battlefields are 
now cared for by the National Trust for 
Scotland. 
According to our guidebook, Inverness 
is one of the most romantic cities in 
Scotland. It circles the high hill where a 
later built castle stands on the site of the 
Macbeth Castle, which was made famous 
in a play by Shakespeare. From the van­ 
tage point of this hill, you could see to 
the north, Ben Wyvis (a high moun­ 
tain); to the west, the peaks of Strath- 
conon and Strathgrass; to the east, the 
Moray Firth; and to the south, farms. 
We chose the road to the south leading 
to the St. Andrews golf course. The air 
was so clear we could see six mountain 
ranges. Some were blue, some were silver, 
some in sunshine, some in rain. Some 
were covered with evergreens, others 
with the now familiar brownish purple 
heather. Other hills were topped with 
stone. Each mile was different. As we 
drove from the town down the strath (a 
wide river valley), we drove through rain, 
and immediately a rainbow appeared in 
the sky on our left.

ing accounts. If the present rate 
of increase continues the num­ 
ber of checks written each year 
will double in the next decade. 
A few banks in the nation are 
experimenting 
with 
“ Super- 
check" a multipurpose check. 
The oversize check is reprinted 
with names of stores and utili­ 
ties. You can fill in the amount, 
or 
companies, 
paying 
up 
to 
100 bills with only one check. 
If your bank carries an account 
with the company, the money is 
credited directly to the account 
and you are credited with pay­ 
ment. If not, the bank issues 
a separate check to the firm.

STOPPING PAYMENT 
ON A CHECK 


WHY STOP A CHECK? 
For one, you may learn, after 
making a purchase, that there 
was misrepresentation or fraud. 
Or that the seller did not fill 
your order on, time or according 
to specifications. Or that the 
check was lost. 


CAN YOU STOP PAYMENT 
ORALLY? 
Yes. In fact, most stop orders 
are initially given by telephone. 
To reduce the possibility of 
error, you should request the 
name of the bank official ac­ 
cepting the order. While an 
oral stop order is usually good 
for 14 days, you should follow 
it up as quickly as possible with 
a written confirmation. 


FOR HOW LONG IS A WRIT­ 
TEN ORDER GOOD? 
Generally for six months. 


WHEN DOES A STOP ORDER 
BECOME EFFECTIVE? 
As soon as the bank can alert 
its staff and red-flag your ac­ 
count. It must be received, of 
course, 
before 
the 
check 
is 
paid; that is, before It is charg­ 
ed to your account. Payment 
cannot be stopped on a check 
that has been, certified. A post­ 
dated 
check 
can usually be 
stopped any time prior to the 
j date on it. 


! CAN A CASHIER’S CHECK BE 
STOPPED? 
Normally it can’t But, under 
special circumstances, the bank 
may consider such a request 
from the payee or the person, 
purhasing the check. 


CAN A STOP ORDER BE CAN­ 
CELLED? 
Yes, by the drawrer of the checfc 
who originally requested the 
order. 


CAN A PERSON OTHER THAN 
THE DRAWER OF A CHECK 
STOP PAYMENT? 
Generally, he can’t. If a check 
is lost or stolen and the payee 
or holder makes such a request, 
the bank may ask the drawer of 
the check what he wishes done.
